Frederick W. Humes, 50 
president of the F, W. Humes Flour Co., 
and a member of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change, shot and killed himself on a 
Wabash train as it neared Union Sta- 
tion on its run from Kansas City at 
6:40 a. m. Thursday. 

Humes locked himself in the toilet 


room of a Pullman car. Just after the 
train had left Vandeventer station Clar- 
ence Sijugleton, asnegro porter, heard a 
shot. The door was torced open and 
Humes was found dead, with a revolver. 
in his hand and a wound in his right 
temple. 

Two letters were found in his pocket.

Facts Are Wanted. 

“A short time ago you Republicans 
contended for a Tariff Board to as- 
certain the facts, that industry and la- 
bor might be safeguarded in making 
a tariff.

Hotel Will Introduce Many Nov- 
elties; $100,000 to Be Spent 
on Improvements. 
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A woman who can size up a masher 
on sight, and who knows more about 
St. Louis than Barney Frauenthal was 
ever able to put into his guide books, 


will be in demand as the chief of the 
bureau of information of the new South- 
ern Hotel when it is reopened to the 
public under new management Oct. 1. 

Charles H. Thuner, a South Broadway 
furniture dealer, who is at the head of 
the new Southern Hotel Co., being tn- 
cerporated to operate the hotel, said 
that many novel features would be in- 
troduced. The woman in charge of the 
bureau of information will be expected 
to be able to tell the guests where they 
can get the best bargain of the day in 
St. Louis, in addition to answering all 
questions as to localities. She will even 
have to keep posted on the,prices of 
different kinds of merchandise, so that 
she can intelligently direct the guests 
to the stores to make their purchases, 
according to Thuner. 

Another feature of the hotel will be 
the reading and lounging room on the 
second floor, where the kitchen now is. 
As the hotel, under the new manage- 
ment will be operated without a dining 
room, there will be no need of a kitchen. 
The lounging room, 6 by 120 feet, will 
be cut up into stalls, cach stall being 
given the name of a state. The visitor 
from Kentucky, for instance, will find 
in the Kentucky stall the latest Ken- 
tucky newspapers, and on the wall will 
hang pictures of the Kentucky Capitol 
and Governor.

“Where such extraordinary care has 
been exercised to preserve honor and 
good faith, in the very words of the 
contract made by the protesting na- 
tion with our own, and to do more by 
authorizing leases of agricultural lands, 
it would seem that we ought not to 
be open to any accusation of violation 
of treaty rights or desire to entrench 
upon that which belongs alone to the 
national. Government, or which might 
become a matter of internationa! policy, 

“By the law adopted we of’er no of- 

fense; we make no discrimination. The 
offense and discrimination is contained, 
it is claimed, in the use of the words 
‘eligible to citizenship,’ and in making 
a distinction between those who are 
eligible to citizenship and those who 
are not. We do not mention the Japa- 
nese or any particular race. 
“The Constitution of California in 1879 
made its distinction and there never has 
been protest or objection. The naturali- 
zation laws of the United States long 
since, without demur from any nation, 
determine who were and who were not 
eligible to citizenship. 


U, S. Fixed Citizenship Rules. 


“If invidious discrimination ever were 
made in this regard, the United States 
made it when the United States declared 
who were and who were not eligible 
to citizenship, and when we but follow 
and depend upon the statutes of the 
United States and their determination as 
to eligibility to citizenship, we cannot 
be accused of indulging invidious dis- 
crimination. 

“May I venture to call to your atten- 
tion to the immigration law now pend- 
ing in Congress, which has passed both 
houses of the last Congress, where ap- 
parently certain -classes, who shall be 
excluded from our .country, are de- 
scribed as ‘persons who cannot become 
eligible under existing laws to become 
citizens of the United States.’

INTERVENTION IN 
MEXICO IS NEAR 


Three Months Is Limit Set by 
Worker From Morelia, Mex., 
at Baptist Convention. 


Armed intervention by the United 
States in Mexico within three months 
was predicted by the Rev. R. P. Mahon, 
migsionary at Morelia, Tex., at -‘Thurs- 
day morning’s meeting of the sixty-sev- 
enth annual Southern Baptist conven- 
tion at the Third Faptist Church. 

An audience which jammed the church 
to the doors sat in silence as the pre- 
diction was uttered. The missionary 
went on to declare that the Mexican sit- 
uation in a short time will engross pub- 
lic attention in this country far more 
than the Japanere flurry over the Calli- 
fornia anti-alien Dill. 
into particulars as to the reasons for 
the intervention. 

Mexican Husbands Fickle. 

He declared that during the recent 
Diaz-Madero troutles Baptist mission- 
aries were not molested, but that they 
continued to get conversions as before. 
He declared that 7> per cent of the mar- 
ried men in’ Mexico are fickle and said 
that drinking, gambling and other forms 
of immorality flourish in that country 
to a shocking extent. 

The president, the’ Rev. Dr. E. C. Dar- 
gan of Macon, Ga., sternly repressed a 
burst of applause that had greeted the 
closing remarks of a speaker and pound- 
ed for order with his gavel for several 
moments. He said applausé would not 
be tolerated. in the convention. After 
this rebuke, the congregation expressed 
its approval of remarks by loudly. spok- 
en “‘Amens!”’ 

The remark which called forth the 
outburst was by the Rev. A. Y. Napier, 
missionary at Yang Chow, China. He 
declared that if the Baptists did not 
co-operate with other denominations in 
schools at Shanghai, China, they would 
be second to the other churches {tn the 
He said the Baptist. congrega- 
tional schools in Japan are of third 
class and have only third-class pupils. 

Membership Increase 25,000. 

The report of the Rev. Dr. Lansing 
Burrows, secretary, of Americus, Ga., 
informed the convention that in the last 
fiscal year the church membership had 
increased by 26,000,.but that: there had 
been 9000 fewer baptisms. Two of the 
18 states In the association, Missouri and 
Oklahoma, had shown a falling off in 
membership, he said. 

‘The value of church property has in- 
creased $11,000,000, he said, and $70,000 
has been contributed for missions. He 
said the aggregate value of church 
property in the association is $58,634,360 
and the total contributions for all pur- 
poses $10,883,092. 

Women’s Missionary Work. , 

Mrs. F’. E,.8. Heck, president of the, 
Women’s. Missionary Union, which is 
meeting at the First “Congregational 
Church, in her annual address recom- 
mended the appointment of three com- 
mission’. They are to be known as the 
‘Commission on Organized Efficiency, 
the Commission on the Efficiency of 
Urban Society, and the Commission on 
the Efficiency of Country Society. The 
purpose of these commissions is to 
bring about a standardization of mis- 
sidnary. activities. 

Miss Kathleen Mallory, corresponding 
secretary of the Union, reported that 
in the last fiscal year she had traveled 
€600 miles, made 62 adéGresses, filled 50 
appointments, attended 6 conventions 
and visited 8 states.

The Rev. Dr. T. W. O’Kelley of Ra- 
leigh, N. C., preaching the convention 
sermon ‘Wednesday night, said: “If the 
poor will not go to the church on the 
boulevard, then tet the boulevard 
dweller go to the church of the poor. 
The life of a consecrated man of wealth 
in a church of the poor is worth ten 
times all the money he may give.”’ 

A delegation of twenty from Chotta- 
nooga, Tenn., will push a proposal to 
make that city the permanent meeting 
place of the convention. One argument 
is that the churches selected as meeting 
places in various cities are, as in the 
present case, too small to seat all the 
delegates. Chattanooga promises ‘a 
mammoth auditorium.

Second Death in Family in Week 
When Motor Car Strikes 
Helen Brown. 


The “second death this month in the 
family of Mr. and Mrs. Lawson Brown 
of 419 Brady avenue, East 8t. Louis,

With the Brown children were 
Sarah Burke, 8 years old, of 610 Brady 
avenue, ard Lillian Robinson, 8 years 
old, 5088 Brady avenue. 

Hazel Brown was playing “jacks” 
along the north side of the street. Her 
sister Helen was watching the game. 
When the auto horn sounded a war:- 
ing all of the children scampered out 
of the way. 

With a clear street before him, Ar- 
nold Haumesser, who was driving, shot 
the car ahead. But before it had 
passed, Helen, who had gone to the 
north side of the street, darted out to 
cross to the south side. 

Her death is supposed to have been

Sometimes when I retire at 
8 p. m. I do not get.to sleep until 2 
a. m., and frequently I awake with a 
start, shouting, ‘Number, please,’ but 
I suppose that if I were a salesw6éman 
I would be selling goods in my sleep. 
Everybody who dreams at all dreams 
about his or her own work. 
“Frequently I catcn myself crying 
during the recess time, but that’s just 
like a girl. When her work gets on 
her nerves she just has a good cry and 
then she feels better. That’s true about 
nearly every line of work, whether. the 
strain is continuous or not, I guess. 

“The company ought to be willing to 
give us an eight-hour workday and a 
fairer merit system, so that we can get 
our raises when they are due.

In an interesting letter which we publish to- 
day, Isaac H. Lionberger urges the Post-Dispatch 
te support measures to supply the St. Louis Ter- 
minal Railway with facilities adequate for the 
greatly increased traffic which will follow its 
reorganization, because “it is no longer a naonop 


@ public servant, bound by law to equality, to 
justice, to adequate service, to reasonable -rates.” 
Granting Mr. Lionberger’s premise his conclu- 
sion is correct. The Post-Dispatch heartily agrees 
with him that as a public servant bound to 
justice and equality the Terminal should have 
all the facilities it needs. We will go beyond 
that and emphatically repeat what we have fre- 
quently said in our long campaign to free St. 
Louis from its throttling monopoly and unjust 
charges, the moment the Terminal Railway As- 
sociation reorganizes on the basis of a public 
servant dealing justly with St. Louis the Post- 
Dispatch will advocate legislation granting the 
association privileges to develop its facilities to 
the highest point of efficiency for the handling 
of traffic. 
That the Terminal has been deprived of ade- 
quate facilities is due to its refusal to become & 
real public servant and to deal justly with St. 
Louis. That it is not now engaged in utilizing 
all of its property and constructing adequate 
facilities is due to the persistent refusal of its 
railroad ownere to accept the clear intent of the 
United States Supreme Court in ordering it to 
desist from its monopoly practices and abolish 
its monopoly charges. The association itself has. 
delayed the reorganizgtion decree of the court 
by a desperate attempt to retain the remnant of 
its unjust monopoly charges on St. Louis traf- 
fic. It is fighting against the very point Mr. 
Lionberger pleads in its favor. It has declined 
the counsels of wisdom; it has srejected the 
olive branch of good will and co-operation which 
has been held out to it from the beginning of 
the fight for justice and freedom in behalf of 
St. Louis. 
The Terminal itself is responsible for the sit- 
uation. The people of St. Louis cannot be 
blamed for hostility to a combination which 
handicapped the city’s trade and blocked its

Assuming that above all things you desire the 
welfare of the city, I venture to urge you to use 
your great influence to promote a scheme for 
local betterment which in my humble opinion is 
now of payamount importance. The peristent and 


powerful opposition of the Post-Dispatch to all] 


arbitrary charges upon the commerce of St. Louis 
has resulted in a situation which few men under- 
stand. After long litigation, the public character 
and general duty of the Terminal Associatjon have 
been established. Its system is now publici juris, 
its tracks and facilities are open to all railroads, 
its rates are subject to regulation, its service is 
under the control of a public commission, and it 
has become in fact what the law contemplated that 
it should be; an instrumentality for the general 
good. Today any railroad in the United States 
is free to use the terminal tracks and must be 
admitted upon the same terms and afforded the 
same service, at the same rates, as those which 
are allowed to the proprietary companies. 

So favorable a situation can be found nowhere 
else in the United States, and it is altogether prob- 
able that the great trunk lines of the country 
which have heretofore abstained from forming 
local connections will discover their opportunity 
and make an effort to get into the city. Already 
it is rumored that the St. Paul and Northwestern 
systems are negotiating for trackage rights which 
will bring them here. If these roads come, they 
will be followed by the Atchison and al] other 
western and easterrm systems which desire to 
participate in the traxfic of a great and growing 
city upon terms which are altogether advantage- 
ous and just. 3

THE HARD-PRESSED RAILBOADS. 
The financial statements of the principal raii- 
road. systems of the United States for the month 
of February have been consolidated by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. 


They show that

Reliance must be placed on the state- 
ments of other months in arousing popular en- 
thusiasm for the proposed 5 per cent increase in 
railroad rates. Approximately the increase would 
have given the roads $11,000,000 more for Feb- 
ruary.

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PURPOSES OF TAX INCREASE 
AND THE REASONS THEREFOR. 

Excerpt from the report of Chairman 
McCarthy of the House of Delegates 
Ways and Means Committee on the 
proposed tax increase: 

“We call your attention to the fact 
that 10 cents of the increase of the tax 
rate on the assessed valuation of $10) 
of property is set aside in the general 
appropriation bill into the fund for the 
completion of the highway approach of 
the eastern end of the Municipal 
Bridge. This is pursuant to a joint and 
concurrent resolution unanimously 
passed by this House and the Council, 
which resolution requested the Boari 
of Public Improvements to submit an 
ordinance for contract for the manu- 
facture of the steel, f. o. b. cars, for 
the completion of the highway approacn 
and such portion of the railroad ap- 
proach as would be a part of the bridge 
were the railroad and highway ap- 
proaches built at the same time, so that 
it will cost the city no more for the 
byllding of the railroad approach when 
We proceed to build it, than if the two 
approaches were built together. 

“The Assembly has now submitted 
four bond elections for the Municipal 
Bridge. The first appropriating $3,500, - 
000 was passéd. There remains of this 
sum unexpended about $104,000. The sec- 
ond bond election, although a special 
election, failed of passage; likewise theo 
third bond election, also a special elec- 
tion, the fourth bond election was at a 
general election, alse failed to pass, At 
the spring election, when this House 
was elected, there was a unanimous de- 
mand for the speedy completion of the 
Municipal Bridge. The City Council, 
recognizing this fact, did, with the ex- 
ception of one vote, unanimously pass 
this bill. 

‘The plan and purpose of this actioa 
is to proceed to let the contract for the 
manufacture of the steel as above in- 
dicated and the city of St. Louis 
through its Board of Public Improve- 
ments, erect the bridge with skilled la- 
bor by citizens of St. Louis; call a spe- 
cial election at an early date for the 
pond issue to appropriate the necessary 
sum of money for the completion of the 
remaining portion of the bridge, what. 
ever sum may remain as a surplus after 
the completion of the bridge to be use: 
to pay the interest and sinking fund on 
the bonds then voted. This will avoid 
the necessity of raising the tax rate nex: 
year for such provision, unless the peo- 
ple refuse to vote the Bonds, in which 
event it will be necessary for the Ags- 
sembly to take such steps as may seem 
wise at that time to complete the struc- 
ture for its full use and purpose. 

The bridge is costing the city at the 
present time in interest, about $138,000 
per year. We have already expended in 
special elections, about $150,000 without 
receiving any benefit whatever. 

“At present we pay 70 cents round trip 
to cross the river for every wagon, and 
10 cents round trip for every pedestrian, 
and 20 cents riding. It would only re- 
quire, therefore, a few days with the 
free use of the highway approach to re- 
turn to every citizen using the bridge 
directly, the amount of his increase, and 
indirectly to all those using the com- 
modities transported across the bridge 


wagons. | 
“We pay 2 cents a ton in ex- 


| 


cess of what we will pay the rail, 


road approach is completed. This alone 
would soon repay to every taxpayer the 
amount assessed if we should now as- 
sess the full amount for the entire com- 
pletion of the structure. 

“It is estimated that 8000 tons of steel, 
leaving off the south line of columns 
and connecting girders which alone re- 
late to the railroad approach and are 
not part of the highway approach, will 
be sufficient to complete the -highway 
approach as indicated by the joint and 
concurrent resolution referred to f, 0. b. 
cars at East St. Louis will cost about 
$440,000; the erection of the same about 
$75,000, and the foundations about $80,000, 
making a total of $595,000, and leaving a 
surplus of $63,000 to be devoted to the 
paving of the bridge, which together 
with the concrete work for the paving, 
will cost about $100,000, leaving a defi- 
ciency of about $40,000, which can be 
provided for out of next year’s revenue 
by the time the paving fs ready to be 
laid, if the bond issue does not carry. 

“There are many leaders in this city 
with a considerable following who spe- 
cify certain specific things which must 
be done before they will consent to the 
moneys being provided for the comple- 
tion of the bridge, each contending that 
his particular theory must be adopted 
to the exclusion of the thbories of the 
other leaders and it seems impossible to 
get either one to forego hia speciai pet 
and consent to the adoption of the plan 
of the other, but all being able to agree 
upon opposition to the completion of the 
bridge until the theory of each is adopt- 
ed, and this condition has existed so 
long to the great detriment of the prog- 
ress and development of the city, that it 
seems now necessary for the elected 
representatives to assume the responsi- 
pility of proceeding upon the most direct 
plan within their power to complete the 
bridge. 

“It has been repeatedly suggested that 
the Southern Traction Co., by reducing 
its charge on the bridge or streets, con- 
sent to a %-year franchise in lieu of its 
50-year franchise, with a provision that 
at that time the city, by repayment of 
the company’s investment at a proper 
rate of interest, giving to the company 
the continued use of the facilities so 
purchased by the city, at a rental value 
upon a proper percentage of such value 
of the property with a reasonable sum 
for development expenses. The chair- 
man of your committee has since your 
last meeting communicated with the 
representatives of the traction company 
and report to you that the representa- 
tives have promised when the Assembly 
have specifically and definitely outlined 
its plan along the lines above indicated, 
that they will be pleased to take said 
properition up with the persons who 
have invested in the purchase of the 
bonds as the franchise now stands and 
express the belief that a satisfactory 


end amicable adjustment can be workel 
h 


out along this plan. 

“At the last session of the Assembly 
we found this company willing to met 
the Assembly and comply with the re- 
quest of the city to Withdraw from the 
bridge and accept a permit under the 
general rules and regulations for the use 
of the bridge.

Patterson Strikers Higt at Vio- 
‘lence When Quinlan Is Found 
Guilty of Inciting Violence. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, May 15.—Patrick Quin- 


lan, Industrial Workers of the World 
agitator, was convicted in Paterson, N. 
J., by a jury which took one and three- 
quarters hours to agree that he had 
been guilty of directing a group o: strik- 
ing silk workers to club other workers 
into joining the movement. 

This is the first important conviction 
of an I, W. W. leader. In the strike at 
Little Falla, N. Y., Philippo Bochivo of 
that organization was found guilty of 
inciting to riot, but he was not so well 


known as Quinlan. The penalty is from 
three and one-half years to seven years 
in state prison, with a fine of $2000. 
Judge Ktenert will impose sentence to- 
morrow. 

Threat of Dynamiting. 

When a little girl, who had o>x.en walt- 
ing on the courthouse steps, raced into 
the Helvetia Hall and shouted the news, 
a striker cried: ‘“‘They ought to dyna- 
mite the courthouse."’ 

“This means the end of Paterson. Let 
Paterson watch out!”’ exvlaimed a man 
standing back of a table at which sat 
Carlos Tresco and Elizabeth Gurley 
Flynn, much dejeceted. From all quar- 
ters of the room came heated exclama- 
tions of a similar tenor. 

“If pé@aceful methods are criminal,” 
said Miss Flynn, ‘‘then violence’’—— She 
did not finish the sentence. 

“This finishes Paterson,” exclaimed 
Wilson B. Killingsbeck, State secretary 
of the Socialist party, as he stood in a 
group of strikers gathered around Quin- 
lan on Washington street. ‘‘We have 
all tried to keep the strikers quiet, but 
if they go out now and raise h—1, don’t 
blame us.” 

Hears Verdict in Saloon. 

Quinlan did not hear the verdict in 
court. Soon after the jury retired he 
went to the Caledonia Club, a saloon on 
Prospect street, over which is a meeting 
room. for a Scottish organization. — 

“This is quite beyond my understand- 
ing,’’ he said. “I expected an acquittal 
and my worst fear was a disagreement. 
Inasmuch as I am not to be sentenced 
until tomorrow morning, I shall speak 
this afternoon at a big mass meeting 
in Lafayette Oval, and I shall tell the 
strikers to go to the mills and see that 
strike-breakers do not get in to take 
their places.’’

“MRS.” BELLE SQUIRE AGAIN 
REFUSES TO PAY TAXES 


Suffragist for Fifth Time Says 
She Won't Be Assessed Till 
She “Can Vote. 
CHICAGO, May 15.—The fifth annual 
protest of ‘“‘Mrs.’’ Belle Squire, presi- 
dent of the No-Vote-No-Tax League, 
against taxation without the vote, was 
filed yesterday with the Board of As- 

sessors. 

The suffragist wrote her declaration 
of woman’s independence upon the back 
of a personal property schedule blank 
which had been left at her residence. 

‘Just so long as the State persists in 

classifying me with the irresponsible 
and moral degenerates, except on pay- 
day,” sho stated, “simply because I 
was born a woman, just so long will I 
refuse voluntarily to subscribe to the 
implied degradation by filling in this 
document. 
“History tells us that this Government 
came into being ostensibly to support 
the theory that paying taxes carries 
with it the right to vote.” 

Several weeks ago the suffragist, who 
is a spinster, announced that she 
wished to be known as ‘‘Missus.”’

Because 
Johnson would have been working dif- 
ferently. Appreciating the fact that 
Williams and Pratt are as dangerous 
batters as the Browns possess, he would 
have pitched diffefently. And Williams 
and Pratt would not have found the hit- 
making so easy with Sir Walter putting 
on all the steam possible. 

Give him a few runs and he’ll loaf 
through the game. He had an advan- 
tage of six runs when he was scored 
on, and after his side had added three 
more to this count the prize package of 
the Washington club was permitted to 
retire and one of Clark Griffith’s second- 
string men assumed the burden. 

It is this lack of desire on Johnson’s 
part to go after records that makes 
him a more valuable man to his team 
than if he considered only his personal 
accomplishments.

NEW YORK, May 15.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 
view today, says: 

“It would be difficult to imagine a. 
market more devoid of interest than 
that which engaged the attention of 
Wall strect today. 

“Trading was perfunctory, none of 
the active shares fluctuated more 
than fractionally, and for consider- 
able periods the tickers’. scarcely 
moved at all. There was no news to 
affect prices, and the heaviness of 
the afternoon was traceable as much 
as anythin else to the virtual céssa- 
tion of business. 

“About the only new development 
of interest was the Washington story 
that the Attorney-General had de- 
cided tentatively that the Central 
Pacific sheuld be divorced from the 
Southern Pacific. 

“If true, this brings up a new 
phase in the famous controversy to 
excite the attention of the courts. 

“Various rumors were in circula- 
tion again as to new proposals which 
would be brought forward for 
straightening out the difficulty, but 
none of these apparently had basis 
in fact. 

“At any rate, the market ignored 
them absolvtely, and the two stocks 
most concerned, Union Pacific and 
Southern Pacific, gave no response 
whatever. 

“The foreign merkets were for the 
most part irregular,-and speculators on 
the other side seemed averse to extend- 
ing their commitments. 

“There was fair activity in a few of 
the leading bond issues, and general in- 
terest Was shown again in the negotia- 
tions to bid for the forthcoming New 
York City loan. 

“It was evident thet some large bids 
would be put in by the bankers. who is 
years past have made a specialty of 
forming syndicates t» bid for city bonds. 

“It is probable that a large number of 
investors wil alos be heard from with di- 
rect applications for the loan. 

The Bank Reperts. 
“Because of the gold movement to 
Paris, unusual interest was shown in the 
changes reported by the Bank of France 
in its weekly statement today. 

“Only one of the four $2,000,000 ship- 
ments made to France since the present 
outflow was resumed on May 6 last 
reached the other side in time to figure 
in today’s return. That was just about 
accounted for hy the $1,826,200 gain in 
“xold holdings, which with the $509,000 
gain in silver, brings the bank’s total 
cash account up to $771,065,000.

Judge Landis of the Federal Court

price rule. The case will be tried in 
open court and not by special exam- 
iner and will probably consume one 
month. 

O. K. Lyle hes made a report esti- 
mating a probable winter wheat crop 
of 476,000,000 bu, compared with an 
actual crop of 399,919,000 bu last 
year and 430,656,000 bu in 1911. He 
says: “In growth and appearance the 
wheat plant is well above the aver- 
age of past seasons.’
